SACRAMENTO <CNS> — As it 
do es every y ear, th e state‘bo ard 
o f equ alizatio n is again facing 
th e big pro blem o f equ alizing th e 
pro perty assessments th ro u gh o u t 
th e state. 
W ith in a sh o rt time, th e bo ard 
will 
anno u nce 
th e 
valu atio ns 
placed o n pu blic u tility pro per­ 
ties, and th e 
percentages 
th a 
bo ard assesses su ch pro perties, 
co mpared 
to 
th e 
assessment* 
co u nty assesso rs make o n pri­ 
vate pro perty , will be available. 


THE BOARD o f equ alizatio n if 
requ ired by th e state co nstru c­ 
tio n to ‘equ alize’ assessments be­ 
tween co u nties, and also to sea 
th at th e assessments 
o n 
pri­ 
vate pro perties are to so me de­ 
gree equ al to th e assessment o n 
pu blic u tility pro perty . 
So far, th e bo ard never h as 
acco mplish ed th is aim. Th is y ear 
will be no ex ceptio n to th e gen­ 
eral ru le. Th ere will be large 
disparities in assessments o f pu b­ 
lic u tility and private pro perty 
in th e vario u s co u nties. 


THESE DISPARITIES are a 
th o rn in th e side o f th e u tilities, 
wh ich dislike pay ment o f tax es 
at o ne rate wh ile th eir private 
nex t-do o r neigh bo ring pro perty 
o wners pay at ano th er becau se o f 
th e difference in assessments. 
It h as been so mu ch o f a th o rn 
o ver th e past several y ears th at 
th e u tilities are in co u rt o n th e 
su bject. Th e legislatu re h as o r­ 
dered “stu dies,” and alth o u gh th e 
so lo ns at o ne time were dispo sed 
to requ ire th e 
state 
bo ard 
o f 
equ alizatio n to ex ercise its co n­ 
stitu tio nal prero gative o f o rdering 
equ alizatio n, 
th e 
law 
making 
su ch requ irement h as been de­ 
lay ed by several successive leg­ 
islatu res, inclu ding th e 1953 ses­ 
sio n. 


GENERALLY speaking, th e de­ 
lay in carry ing o u t th e pro visio n* 
o f th e co nstitu tio n resu lts fro m 
po litics. Co u nty assesso rs dislike 
interference o f th e state In prac­ 
tices wh ich 
in 
so me 
co u nties 
h ave resu lted in 
favo ritism 
to 
certain land and pro perty o wners. 
So wh en th e bo ard a few y ears 
ago decided to go ah ead with its 
equ alizatio n pro gram, th e asses­ 
so rs mo ved in with su ch a h u t 
and cry th at th e bo ard's pro ­ 
gram was h alted. 
Th en th e interim co mmittee o n 
mu nicipal and co u nty 
go vern­ 
ment started “stu dies” o f th e 
pro blem, wh ich h ave no t as y et 
been co mpleted. 


MEANWHILE, th e bo ard went 
ah ead with its plan o f assessing 
th e pu blic u tilities1 at abo u t 50 
per cent o f valu e. It is attem pting 
th ro u gh a pro gram o f aid to th e 
co u nty assesso rs, to bring th e 
private pro perty assessment* u p 
to th is figu re, with , o f co u rse, 
to lerances at eith er end. 
Had th e bo jrd acco mplish ed 
equ alizatio n, th e 
resu lt 
wo uld 
h ave been h igh er assessments and 
lo wered tax rates th ro u gh o u t th e 
state. Bu t by do ing it piecemeal, 
th e assessments are go ing u p In 
mo st o f th e co u nties, and so are 
th e tax rates. Th u s, th is mean* 
th at if equ alizatio n is eventu ally 
acco mplish ed, th e pu blic will be 
used to th e assessments as well 
as th e tax rates. 
A repo rt by th e bo ard po int* 
o u t th at intra-co u ntry equ aliza­ 
tio n pro grams do n’t bring th e 
base level to th e state-wide av­ 
erage, “It do es raise th e level 
o f assessment so th at a flat in­ 
crease in valu es meets with less 
tax pay er o ppo sitio n!”

Richardson Bay sanitary district 
officials Wednesday signed a con­ 
tract whereby that districts sew­ 
age would be treated by the Sau­ 
salito-Marin City sanitary district. 
In turn, the Richardson Bay dis­ 
trict, which includes the Straw- 
berry-Belveron 
Gardens 
a r e a , 
would share the capital cost and 
operating expenses of the Sausa- 
lito-Marin City district on a per­ 
centage basis according 
to 
the 
amount of sewage treated. 


The step was taken because the 
I two present treatment plans locat­ 
ed at Strawberry and near Belve- 
ron Gardens are not adequate to 
care for all the new homes under 
construction in the area. 
Event­ 
ually, the district will convert the 
two plants to pumping stations 
and hook them into the Sausalito- 
M arin City district. 


In order to take the first step 
in hooking in, the Richardson Bay 
district will run a line from the 
Redwood Gas station 
along the 
Richardson Bay bridge and hook 
into the Sausalito-Marin City line 
at a point below Manzanita. 


This is specifically designed to 
take care of some 165 new homes 
being constructed in the Bel Air 
subdivision. 


Eventually, if new construction 
in Strawberry necessitates a new 
treatment plant in addition to the 
one now serving Sausalito-Marjn 
C ity at Fort Baker, the Richard­ 
son Bay district will share part of 
the cost of construction again on 
a percentage basis. 
The present plant, which just 
went into operations, has been de­ 
signed to take care of 20,000 fam i­ 
lies and is now only operating at 
about 50 per cent capacity. 
No estimates were available on 
exactly how 
much 
money 
the 
Richardson Bay district will be 
putting into the Sausalito-Marin 
C ity district.

diseases, on m an ’s h igh er gift of 
ap p etite. Sin ce n early on e ou t of

Eisenhower and Secretary of De­ 
fense Wilson have won their long 
battle to cut funds and target 
goals of the Air Force. 
•W ithout a record vote, the Sen­ 
ate late yesterday shouted ap­ 
proval of a bill carrying $34,434,- 
140,500 to operate the defense es­ 
tablishment for the fiscal year 
which began July 1. 
The real tests had come earlier 
after lengthy and at times angry 
debate. • 
FIRST TEST 
First, by a 55-38, roll call, the 
Senate rejected an effort by Sen. 
Maybank (D., S.C.) to give the 
Air Force an additional 400 mil­ 
lion dollars to order 200 B47 jet 
bombers, 
capable 
of 
delivering 
atomic bombs. 
This was the big test, since it 
was the first to come to a vote. 
Republican lines held firm against 
the increase and they picked up 
nine valuable Democratic votes to 
add to the 46 GOP ones. Voting 
for Maybank’s amendment were 37 
Democrats and 1 Independent. 
If Maybank's move had succeed­ 
ed, other Democrats 
p l a n n e d 
amendments to restore more cf 
the five billion dollars cut from 
former President Truman’s Air 
Force budget by the GOP admin­ 
istration. 


PILOT TRAINING 
Sen. Hayden 
<D., Ariz.) 
lost 
48-41 in an effort to add about 
50 million dollars to step up pilot 
training. 
He recalled that many World 
War n pilots had been called back 
into service in Korea and said 
Congress should train enough pi­ 
lots to avoid this in the future. * 
Sen. Ferguson (R., Mjch.), floor 
manager for the bill, said the Air 
Force should be able to turn out 
8.300 new pilots this year in addi­ 


tio n to so me 47,000 no w trained. 
No t a change was made in the 
bill as it had been repo rted by the 
Senate Appro priatio n co mmittee. 
A co nference co mmittee will be 
named 
to adjust Ho use-Senate 
differences. 
One Senate pro v isio n may cause 
tro uble thj^s. It wo uld end the 
recent po licy o f giv ing areas o f 
high unemplo y ment preference in 
the award o f defense co ntracts. 
The Senate upped the House tot­ 
als for the Air Force by about 
200 millions, for the Navy by 96 
millions and for the Army by 31 
millions. It offset this in part by 
chopping out 250 millions the 
House voted for a machine tools 
pool asked by Secretary Wilson. 
As the bill cleared the Senate 
it contained about 77 million more 
than the House voted. 


VAST CUT 
The Senate bill still was more 
than 1 billion below Eisenhower’s 
budget, more than 6 millions un­ 
der the Truman requests and more 
than 124 billions less than Con­ 
gress voted defense agencies last 
year. 
The funds are expected to result 
in a total military force of 3,356,- 
000 men by the end of nex^ June, 
which will be cut to 3,300,000 if a 
truce is reached in Korea. That 
compares with a recent 34 million 
in uniform.
